LEADERS OF THE REDS

Newark, N. J., June 20.—Governor Mur- 
‘Phy at midnight ordered a part of the 
first regiment of infantry and the entire 
First troop of ca@alry to Paterson to 
preserve order. General Campbell, com- 
Manding the F¥rst brigade, has taken 
tommand, and is assembling the troops 
@nd arranging for transportation. The 
Erie road has been ordered to send trains 
here at once. The members of both 
tommands began to assemble at 1 a. m. 

The troops will be put on guard duty 
at the mills before they open at 7 o'clock 
this morning. 

Police Chief Suspended. 


Paterson. N. J., June 19.—In the main 
this was a quiet day in this city. The 
Most important. event was the suspen- 
Bion from duty of Chief of Police Fred 
C. Graul by Mayor Hinchcliffe and the 
assumption by the mayor of the dutfes 
of that position. William McQueen, the 
Englishman who Was prominent at yes- 
terday’s meeting before the rioting be- 
gan, has left the city and is believed 
to be in New York. Galleano, the Ital- 
lan, an@ Grossman, the German, who are 
paid to have been prominent yesterday, 
have also kept from public notice. 
Mayor Hinchcliffe wishes to interview 
all these men. 

The police are wnder orders to shoot 
Straight if they should have another 
encounter with the rioters. 

This week's edition of La Questione 
Bocial,.one of the anarchist papers, was 
set up here, but sent to a Passaic printer 
to run off the forms. He was ordered 
not to handle it and complied. 

Anarchists Attacked. 

The police late this afternoon broke 
up an anarchist meeting near Sandy 
hill, in the outskirts of Paterson, and 
arrested three women and four men. 
The leaders of the anarchists, gne of 
whom was said to be Ga.leano, who !s 
reported to have led the attacks on the 
mills yesterday,. escaped after several 
Bhots had been fired at them. 

A delegation representing the mill own- 
ers @illed on the mayor last night and 
Hemanded protection. The mayur replied 
that he was affording it. To this it was 
feplied that the police force was too 
Small and would be overridden by a 
mob of any size; that it was impossible 
to concentrate any great number of 
men at any point, and that a large por- 
tion of the deputy sheriffs were green 
bands and unreliable. It. was pointed 
Dut that the mill hands were afraid to 
work, and that today thoge who worked 
were in momentayy fear of attack. This 
resulted in an appeal to jhe governor, 
who was in Newark, for ops and the 
consequent action of General Campbell. 

All Mills Closed in Hudson. 


Wew York, June 19.—All but three of 
the silk mills in Hu&son county, New 
Jersey, have closed do@n, About 10,000 
hands are, in consequence, out of em- 
ployment, and within the next *twenty- 
four hours thelr number. will MIikely 
reach 13,000. The ygmmediate cause of 
the shutting down of the mill& was the 
strike riot in Paterson. “The majority of 
proprietors of the silk manufacturing 
establishments in Hudson, fearing an 
putbreak of similar trouble, decided, as 
a result of a conference, to close down 
Indefinitely.

Bacon Amendment Adopted. 


Before the Spooner amendment was 
adopted It was perfected by the adoption 
of an important amendment submitted by 
Senator Bacon, which provides that the 
construction of the canal shall be under 
the direction of a cOmmission of experts, 
which ghall report to the president and 
to congress. Without this provision the 
bill would have carried no restrictions or 
limitations upon the secretary of war in 
whose hands the Spooner amendment 
placed the control of construction, under 
the direction of the president. On the 
test vote between the two routes Sena- 
torg Bacon and Clay voted for Nicaragua; 
when, by a decisive majority of the sen- 
ate, the Panama route had been decided 
upon and the bill was placed on final 
passage, both Georgians voted for It. 

Now that tne senate has acted, the Dill 
goes back to the house and upon the ac- 
tion of that body the fate of an Isthmian 
canal depends. Senators Morgan, Hanna

ment, since the house conferes will de- 
cline to accept the senate amendments to 
the house Dill. Thén te house will be cail- 
ed upon to decide whether !t will accept 
the Spooner bill or defeat isthmian canal 
legislation at this session. 

The indications are that when pug to 
the test the house will agree to the sen- 
ate bill and the president will be au- 
thorized to take the necessary steps to- 
ward the construction of a canal by the 
Panama route. 

The members of the house have had no 
opportunity to pass upon the _ problem 
since the last report of the Walker com- 
mission. There is very strong advocacy 
of the Nicaragua route in the house, 
especially on the part of members of the 
commerce committee which reported the 
Hepburn bill, but the belief is general 
that, in the Hight of the commission re- 
port and of the senate action, there will 
be a majority vote for the Panama Dill. 


Hanna and Panama. 


A good many people in Washington 
seem of the opinion that the Panama Dill 
has been pushed forward by Senator 
Hanna and some of the men who have 
supported it for the purpose of defeating 
all canal legislation. There [&S undoubt- 
edly some people who would be glad to 
see no canal and some of these doubtless 
voted for the Spooner amendment in 
preference to the house bill. But the be- 
lief that there will be no. tinal action is 
not shared by Senator Morgan, who has 
led the fight for Nicaragua. He is for a 
canal by the Panama route if he cannot 
get it by the route he considers the bet- 
ter. After the-vote today he said he con- 
fidently expected to see an agreemnt be- 
tween the two houses and some bill signed 
by the president before adjournment. 
This means the Panama Dill, for there is 
no chance of the senate receding from 
the position it took today... Senator Platt, 
of New York, a strong advocate of the 
Nicaragua route, expressed the same 
opinion as Senator Morgan, and so did 
Senator Kittredge, a leading supporter of 
the Panama route, who is one of the gen- 
ate conferes. Senator Harris, of Kansas. 
is not so sanguine. He fears that there 
will be a tangle and no legislation. 

A number of prominent members of the 
house who voted for the Nicaragua route 
before have, however, stated they would

Into a Mine in West 
Virginia

VE MEN ARE ditt 
MNO OTHERS. WOUNDED 
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Strikers Threw the Dynamite Because 
the Men in the Mine Refused 
To Quit Work ~— ‘Troops 
Are Held in Readiness 
for Trouble. 


Roanoke, Va., June 19.—The bodies of 
Henry Harston and Peat Harston, two 
miners, reachead here teday from Wil- 
liamston, W. Va., where they were killed 
by an explosion of dynamite in a mine 
yesterday evening. A miner who accom- 
panied the remains said that about twen- 
ty-five miners were at work in a mine 
near Williamston yesterday evening when 
a crowd of strikers armed with rifles de- 
manded that they should come out. Upon 
the miners’ refusal to obey their com- 
mands the strikers threw’a quantity of 
dynamite into the shaft, which exploded, 
killing five of the men. As soon ag tne 
Survivors came out of the shaft the 
strikers fired upon them, injuring several, 
but none was thought to, be fatally shot. 

A number of miners arrived here today 
from the Chesapeake and Ohio fields ina 
West Virginia, They say that the trou- 
ble is not gettled by anv means, and that 
& great many men are leaving and no one 
is taking their places. 

A large band of marchers left Good- 
will operation today for Crane creek dis- 
trict. They expect to camp at Ashland 
tonight and cover the North Fork terri- 
tory tomorrow... These marchers are not 
committing violence. The only trouble 
anticipated is from armed miners in the 
vicinity of Pocahontas, The military com- 
panies of Roanoke are beihg held subject 
to call. 

Strike Leaders Confer. 

likesbarré, Pa., J).ve 19.—The arrival 
0 resident W. R..jRussell and Secretary- 
Treasurer W. D. Ryan, of the Iillinoils 
miners’ organization, for & conference 
with Nationa] President Mitchell was the 
only event of any importance around 
strike headquarters today. The two IIli- 
nois leaders arrived at 3 o'clock and im- 
mediately went into conference with their 
chief, which lasted. two hours. 

There is not the slightest doubt that 
the Illinofs officials brought information 
to Mr, Mitcnell which will be of use to 
him in connection with the Minneapolis 
meeting. Information has reached here 
through different sources that the soft 
coal miners In the west are not unanimous 
for a genera] strike, and some of them, 
it is said, are anxious for a partial sus- 
pension. Those men who oppose a strike 
are willing to give financial aid to the 
anthracite strikers, but some of the lead- 
ers are not ready to accept this sort of 
aid. There is now a strike tax of 10 cents 
a month for each member in force, but as 
far ag can be learned this is not being 
paid in full by all the districts in the 
country. For this reason the leaders 
would rather have the bituminous miners 
either strike or partially suspend opera- 
tions. 

President Mitchell received information 
today from West Virginia, which, he says. 
indicates that the strike is progressing 
most favorably. He said more men are 
now out in that territory than at any 
other time since the strike in the Vir- 
ginias began. Large gains have been 
made, ne said, along the line of the Nor- 
folk and Western railroad. 


STATUS OF THE NEGRO RACE. 
the 


No Necessity for an Inquiry, 
Democrats Say. 

Washington, June 19.—The democratic 
members of the house committee on labor 
today filed a minority report on the bill 
creating a commission to inquire into the 
status of the negro race. The minority 
says that there does not seem to be the 
slightest necessity for the creation of 
this commission, nor for considering the 
status of the negro race apart from other 
races. 

“The negro race can never reach its 
full development,’’ says the report, ‘“‘un- 
til it is permitted by the governemnt to 
work out its destiny as do the other races 
with which it comes in contact.” 

The report further asserts that the real 
object of “the: inquiry is to secure the in- 
vestigation proposed by the Crumpacker 
resolution. Such inquiries, it is stated, 
are not of advantage two the great bulk 
of the negroes, and benefit on those who 
make merchandise of their politics. It is 
urged also that the progress of the mass 
of the negroés in the south is dependent 
upon their operation and good will of the 
whites among whom tnéy live. 


GIRL’S CORPSE IN SLEEPER. 


Gruesome Find Made by Trainmen 
in Michigan. 

Escanaba, Mich., June 19.—At an early 
hour this morning the trainmen on the 
train which left here at 9 o'clock last 
night had a gruesome find. The dead 
body of Bessie Matthewson, of the Soo, 
was placed in the berth of a sleeping car 
before the car left here last night. 

The girl was from Sault Ste. Marie and 
was on her way to Chicago to be treated 
for consumption. A traveling man who 
knew her was taking her from the Soo 
fine to the Northwestern depot here on 
a street car. The girl grew worse, and 
as he was carrying Her to the coach she 
died in his arms. Not having time to at- 
tend to the arrangements, the man sim- 
ply carried her into the train, put her 
in a berth and left her.

FOR DEMOCRATIC UNITY

GROVER CLEVELAND TALKS _ 
OF DEMOCRATIC OUTLOOK 
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FORMER PRESIDENT GROVER CLEVELAND, 
Who Spoke on Democratic Prospects at the Opening of the Tilden 
Club. 
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Declares That the Party Is Not Insolvent and That, 
With Unity, the Prospects for a Winning 
Campaign Are Bright. 


New York, June 19.—Former President 
Cleveland, speaking at the opening of the 
Tilden Club, said: x 

I have been urged to participate in this 
occasion by*those who have assured me 
that this handsome structure is to be 
dedicated tonight to the rehabilitation 
and consolidation of the democratic party, 
under the inspiraion of a name which 
during the days of democratic strength 
and achievement. was honored in every 
democratic household. Such an assur- 
ance made to one who followed with 
hearty devotion the leadership. of Samuel 
J. Tilden when living, and who has since 
found in his career and fame the highest 
incentive to democratic steadfastness, 
could hardly fail to overcome the tempta- 
tions of my contented retirement from 
political activity. Perhaps there are those 
who could define my position 4s one of 
banishment instead of retirement. 
Against this I shall not enter a protest. 
It is sufficient for me in either case, that 
T have followed in matters of difference 
within our party the teachings and 
counsel of the great democrat in whose 
name party peace and harmony are to- 
night invoked. No confession of party sin 
should therefore be expected of me. I 
have none to make; nor do I crave politi- 
cal absolution. I am here to take coun- 
sel with others professing the same party 
faith, concerning the democratic situa- 
tion. I suppose we all are convinced that 
this situation might be improved, and 
some of us may think it is perilously 
undermined. Whatever the measure of its 
impairment may be, our condition ag an 
organization cannot be improved by call- 
ing each other harsh names, nor by in- 
augurating a system of arbitrary pro- 
scription and banishment. The members 
of a business firm in financial embarrass- 
ment should not sit down and look in 
each others’ faces in mute despair; neith- 
er will they regain financial soundness or 
the confidence of the business community 
by recrimination and quarrel; nor yill 
any member of the firm aid in Its resto- 
ration to solvent strength bv an angry 
insistence upon a_ continuation of the 
business methods which have invited its 
embarrassment. 

Democratic Party Not Insolvent. 

The democratic party is very far from 
political insolvency, but no one here 
should be offended by the suggestion that 
its capital and prospects have suffered 
serious injury since Mr. Tilden was elect- 
ea president. Then and afterwards north- 
ern democratic states were not rare curi- 
osities, northern democratic senators, 
now practically extinct, were quite nu- 
merous. and northern democratic 
ernors, now almost never seen, were fre- 
quently encountered. 

If this state of impairment exists, an 
instant duty presses upon the managers 
of the democratic establishment, and one 
which they cannot evade with honor. 
Those of us less prominent in the party— 
the rank and file—are longing to be led 
through old democratic ways to old demo- 
cratic victories. We were never more 
ready to do enthusiastic battle than now, 
if we can only be marshaled outside the 
shadow of predestined defeat. Is it tco 
much to ask our leaders to avoid paths 
that are knoyn to lead to disaster? Is it 
too much to ask that proven errors be 
abandoned, and that we be delivered from 
a body of death, and relieved from the 
burden of issues which have been killed 
by the decrees of the American people? 
Ought we not be fed upon something bet- 
ter than the huskKs of defeat? If these 
questions are met in an. honest, manly 
fashion, I beliewe it wil] be productive of 
the best kind of democratic harmony. 

In dealing with new issues we of the 
democratic faith are extremely fortunate 
in the simplicity of democratic standaris 
and the ease with which new questions 
can be measured by those standards. A 
party based upon care for the interests 
of all the people as their aggregate con- 
dition demands, with no unjust favorit- 
ism for any particular class; a party 
devoted to the plan of pular govern- 
ment as our fathers ord@ined it and for 
the purposes which they sought to estab- 
lish; a party whose conservatism opposes 
dangerous and un-American experiments 
and yet puts no barrier in the way of 
genuine and safe progress, ought to be 
able to deal with new questions in a 
manner quite consistent with democratic 
doctrine and stimulating to democratic 
impulses and instincts. 


Gaudy Issues Must Be Eschewed. 


Let us not forget, however, that it ts 
not in the search of new and gaudy is- 
sues, nor in the interpretation. of strange 
visiong that a strong and healthy democ- 
racy displays its splendid power. Another 
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treatment of the ever shifting moods of 
popular restlessness, or by an insincere 
play upon unreasoning prejudice and 
Selfish anticipation, but the democratic 
party never. Democracy has already in 
store the doctrines for which it 
fights its successful battles, and it 
will have them in store as long as the 
people are kept from their own, and just 
as long as their rights and interests are 
sacrificed, by favoritism in government 
care, by inequality in government bur- 
dens, by the encouragement of huge in- 
dustrial aggregations that throttle in-, 
dividual enterprises by the reckless waste 
of public money, amd by the greatest of 
al’ injuries, as it undenies nearly all 
Others, a system of tariff taxation whiose 
robbing exactions are far beyond the 
needs of economical and legitimate gov- 
ernment expenditures, which purchases 
support by appeals to sordidness and 
greed, and which continually corrupts the 
public conscience. 

What but inratuation with the visage of 
defeat can explain the subordigation of 
these things by democrats when they pre- 
pare for battle? 

If we are to have a rehabilitation and 
realignment of our party in the sense 
suggested, it is importamt that it be done 
openly ‘and with no mystery or double 


meaning. Our people are too much on the | 


alert to accept political deliverances they 
do not understand; and the enthusiasm 
of the democratic rank and file does not 
thrive en mystery. 

Toe democratic harmony of whieh we 
hear so much cannot be effectively con- 
structed by mathematical rule nor by a 
formal agreement on the part of those 
who ‘have been Givided, that there shall 
be harmony. It grows up naturally when 
true democratic principles are plainly 
announced,, when democratic purposes 
are honestly declared, and when, as.a 
result of these, confidence and enthusi- 
asm stir the democratic blood. It was 
ibarmony as:this, growing out of 
conditions wiich with the battle cry 


of -“Tilden and Reform,” gave us the

Enthusiastic Applause Greeted Cleve 
land, and When He Announced 
His Absolute Retirement 
from Politics, the Crowd 
Shouted ‘‘No!’”’ “No!” 


New York, June 19.—Democratic unity 
was the keynote tonight of a great gath- 
ering of representative democrats who. 
had come to attend the opening of the 
handsome new quarters of the Tilden 
club. Addresses were made by prominent 
democrats and afterwards a co!lation was 
served in the banquet hall to the distin- 
guished guests of the evening and a4 
buffet supper Was served in the basement 
for the rank and file. 

To democrats the event was one of the 
most memorable for many a day, as 
Grover Cleveland and David B. Hill met 
in harmony, seeking to draw. the factions 
of their party together. It was the first 
public speech of the ex-president in five 
years. He spoke first. Ex-Senator Hill 
spoke after him and then Governor A. J. 
Montague, of Virginia, and Colonel W. A. 
Gaston, of Boston, delivered addresses. 

William J. Bryan had been invited to 
attend, though not to speak, but no reply 
was received from him. 

Mr. Cleveland arrived at the club house 
accompanied by H. D. Hotchkiss, Dr. 
Joseph E. Bryant and John C. Calhoun. 
He had scarcely got into the building 
when ex-Senator David B. Hill, accom- 
panied by L. Laftin- Kellogg, came in. 
Mr. Hill's eye caught Mr. Cleveland ag 
soon as he had entered the club and a@ 
moment later they were cordially shaking 
each other’s hand. 

Cleveland and Hill Enter. 

Loud and prolonged applause greeted 
the two men as they entered the assem- 
bly room. President Dowling, of the club, 
soon began to speak, and, in introducing 
ex-President Cleveland, said:

ROBBED UNCLE SAM OF $7,600. 


Officer of Department of Justice Is 
Short. 

Washington, June 19.—Henry Rechtin, 
disbursing officer of the department of 
justice, today was arrested on the charge 
of misappropriating $7,600 of government 
funds. He confessed to the shortage. In- 
formation received by Attorney General 
Knox some time ago led to a suspicion 
that something was wrong with Rechtin’s 
books, and the arrest followed on ex- 
amination of the books under the direction 
of Comptroller of the Treasury Trace- 
well. He had concealed the shortage six 
years by means of temporary loans.

The shortage is 
fully covered by his bond of $30,000.

FORMER SENATOR DAVID 
One of the Principal Speakers at the Opening of the Tilden Club. 
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Bitterly Arraigns Roosevelt, Wood and the Trusts. 
Compliments Cleveland and Bryan and Pleads 
for Democratic Unity=-Tariff Revision. 


New York, June 19.—Former Senator 
David B. Hill in his address at the open- 
ing of the new Tilden club said: 

“The signs of the times point unmis- 
takably to an awakened interest in the 
promotion of the success of democratic 
principles of government. These mani- 
festations, however, are not confined with- 
in strict party lines, but renewed activ- 
ity in political affairs is displaced as well 
as among those of independent proclivi- 
ties and among the people generally who 
are not satisfied with existing political 
conditions and desire a change of the 
public policies now prevailing. 

‘There is especially a deep conviction 
among thoughtful people that there is 
something radically wrong in the foreign 
policy of the present administration.’’ 

Mr. ‘Hill here referred to the recent 
speech of Mr. Hoar in the senate upon 
the Philippine. question and said that it 
had made a profound and lasting im- 
pression upon the heart and conscience 


of the country, 
A Hit at Roosevelt. 

“This great and patriotic speech,’’ con- 
tinued the speaker, ‘‘was not met or an- 
swered by the partisan address of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, delivered on Decoration 
day in violation of the proprieties of the 
occasion, wherein he purposely or inad- 
vertently confused the well recognized 
distinctions which exist between the ad- 
ministration and the government—be- 
tween the army and the government and 
between all the other officials of the gov- 
ernment and the government itself, and 
assumed to question the loyalty of those 
who have ventured to criticise the cruel 
acts of a few officers of the army, who, 
if semi-official reports are correct, have 
undoubtedly disgraced the uniform they 
wear, 

“Loyalty to this government does not 
consist in ostentatious professions of ‘in- 
tense Americanism’ nor in indifference to 
the preservation or spread of republican 
forms of government everywhere, nor in 
suppressing free speech, nor in conquer- 
ing free people of other and distant lands, 
who desire to govern themselves, nor in 
unlawfully sending accredited representa- 
tives of this government aboard with- 
out consent of the senate to witness the 
coronation of a king whose monarchial 
government, to its shame be it said, had 
just succeeded in crushing the two stpug- 
gling republics in South Africa. ' 

Roosevelt and Boers. 

“And right here I may be permitted to 
suggest that tne administration of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt will be particularly noted 
in history as the one during the existence 
of which the republics of those brave 
and wallant people were destroyed—de- 
stroyed withoyt. one .word. of protest or 
one effort to save them or one kind word 
of sympathy for them in their unequal 
struggle expressed on the part of this, 
the greatest republic in the world, whose 
influence should always be exerted on the 
side of free institutions. 

‘‘In oontrast witif that. supine attitude 
of Roosevelt's administration we should 
not forget the vigorous and patriotic ac- 
tion of that democratic president—wno 
honors this club with his presence here to- 
night—who, when that same mighty em- 
pire of Great Britain in 1895 attempted 
to crush the republic of Venezuela, 
promptly sent that famous message to 
congress, which electrified the country, 
wherein he insisted that Great Britain 
must not be permitted, under the pretense 
of a boundary dispute, to seize Venezuela 
without first submitting the alleged dif- 
ferences to international arbitration, or 
else this government would interpose its 
strong arm for the protection of that re- 
public. And Great Britain finally con- 
cluded to arbitrate the dispute and Venez- 
uela was saved from destruction.” 
General Wood Bitterly Arraigned. 

The ex-senator then took up the sub- 
ject of Cuba, dealing first with the ad- 
ministration of General Wood, whom he 
bitterly arraigned.

“The subject,” he went on, ‘‘demands 
the investigation of congress, and the 
prompt punishment of the offending offi- 
cial, if he can be reached through crim- 
inal or military law. 

“The history of the country does not 
furnish a more flagrant breach of official 
duty, as well as official propriety, than 
that presented by the misconduct of 
Wood. Yet he has neither been arrest- 
ed, mor cénsured, nor called to account 
by the administration.” 

Discussing the Cuban tariff question, 
Mr. Hill said the present controversy in 
congress over. that subject served to 
illustrate ‘‘the hypocrisy as well as the 
unsoundness of the whole republican po- 
sition In the subject of tariffs.”’ 

Proceeding on this topic, he said: 

“The whole system of governmental 
favoritism whereby the constitutional 
power to tax for the purpose of providing 
reyenue for the needs of the federal 
treasury, is improperly to use to build 
one man’s business at the expense of an- 
other’s, by discriminating in favor of 
one industry as against another, is a 
vicious system which has long afflicted 
the country, and which has grown more 
and more intolerable with years and 
against which the democracy have ever 
protested. 

Enormity of Dingley Tariff. 

“The country is now aroused to the in- 
justice and enormity of the Dingley 
tariff, especially in its application to the 
sister republic of Cuba, and public senti- 
ment {is apparently demanding that the 
whole wrong should be righted, but in- 
stead of that being proposed to be done, 
the subject is being juggied with in the 
United States senate, and a tub is pro- 
posed to be thrown to the whale in the 
Shape of an unsatisfactory compromise 
with injustice, whereby four-fifths of the 
official robbery shall be permitted to re- 
main, not in the imterest of the country, 
but solely in the interest of .the preserva- 
tion of ‘republican harmony.’ 

“It is not beliaved that it is the 
province of the democrats in congress 
to assist in the consummation of any 
such inadequate and questionable 
scheme. 

“Let the injustice be wholly or sub- 
6tantially righted, mot by  piece-meal 
legislation, but by @ complete and com- 
prehensive measure based upon sound 
ere principles and along right 
nes. 

“A ‘reciprocity’ measure is a misnomer 
which does not contemplate at least 56 
per cent reduction of the existing tariff 
urdens. When the people of Cuba are 
asking for bread, 
them a sfone.’’ 

Mr, Hill asserted that the logic of 
events had demonstrated the soundness 
of many democratic contentions of recent 
years. He recalled that portion of the 
Kansas City platform which condemned 
the Dingley law as a _ trust-breeding 
measure, and said that this measure 
had not only succeeded in creating more 
trusts than ever before in the history of 
the country, but it has also succeeded in 
stifling competition to a greater extent 
than was ever known. 

Relief from Trusts Demanded. 

He asserted further thdt it had suc- 
ceeded in umnecessarily raising the cost 
of living, and had caused more strikes 
on the part of working men than at 
any period of our history. Mr. Hill con- 
tinued: 

“That there has existed for some time 
a popular sentiment demanding relief in 
some form from trust exaction is quite 
apparent. Acting upon the assumption 
that the trusts should be prosecuted by 
their friends and not their enemies. the 
national administration was at last con- 
strained to institute some civil sults to 
test the efficlency of the Sherman act. 
What tras been the net result? A few 
temporary injunctions have been obtained, 
with the tacit consent of the trusts them- 


temporary or 


we should not offer 


Selves, or at least with little or no oppo- 


sition, which in general terms, restrain 
the trusts from violating the Sherman 
act (which they expressly deny they have 
violated or are now violating), and Httle 
or nothing else has been accomplished, 
and the courts will soon adjourn for the 
summer—the business {fs continueq and 
prices remain the same. It is-a syfficient 
commentary upon the whole proceedings 
to say that no criminal prosecution has 
been instituted, no arrest has been made. 
and no indictment found anywhere. 

“What the people want is immediate re- 
lief from the present high prices extorted 
from them. That relief can be obtained 
hv the application of a speedy and ef- 
fectual remedy in the repeal of al} tariff 
duties upon prosecutions controlled by 
the trusts 

“It has unreasonably increased public 
taxation for the benefit of private tnter- 
ests.” he continued, “and finally it has 
promoted dangerous speculation to an ex- 
tent which the boldest business gambler 
neyer dreamed, whereby millions unon‘ 
mffiions of worthless stocks have been 
mnioaded upon a deceived public upon the 
promise and expectation of dividends 
which cannot be earned and can never be 
realized. creating an alleged prosperity 
which must necessarily be false and fic- 
titious: and when the bubble bursts—as 
ere long it surely must—it will inevitably 
bring disaster to the business community 
and the nublic will have learned to their 
sorrow that lesson of political economy 
which teaches that a people can never 
oe rich by simply taxing them- 
selves.”

Mr. Jones, of Virginia, the ranging 
member of the minority of the committee,

These were 
the only speeches made today. The order 
under which the house jis operating pro- 
vides for night sessions until Wednesday 
for debate only, but as mo one was pre- 
pared to speak tonight the order for tge 
sessions this evening was vacated. 

Mr. Cooper in his speech declared the 
cession of the Philippines had brought 
the United States forward to the arena 
of world policies; it had given us a fore- 
most place in readjustment of -Chinese 
affairs. Viewed in its commercial aspect, 
it had placed-us at the gateway of the 
Orient, where the world’s commerciai con- 
flicts of the future are to be waged. But 
our mission in the islands was, he said, 
one for transcending business and com- 
mercial considerations. We are in the 
Philippines to perform a duty, to expand 
the bounds of freedom, to carry the bless- 
ings of civilization to a benighted race, 
to establish.in the place of an old mon- 
archy an invincible young republic. 

Drew Fire of Democrats. 


Mr. Cooper brought out the fire of sev- 
eral democrats when he said that Mr. 
Bryan had counseled the ratification of 
the Paris treaty and asserted that both 
parties became responsible for the inevi- 
table and nécessary consequences and 
obligations it imposed, 

“The democrats indorsed the ratification 
of that treaty,’’ said he, ‘“‘when subse- 
quent to its ratification, partly at Mr. 
Bryan’s insistence, they renominated him 
for the presidency.’’ (Republican ap- 
plause.) 3 

Mr. Cooper did not deny that instances 
of cruelty may have occurred in the con- 
duct of the war in the Philippines. 

“But,” said he, “earnest as is the de- 
mands for justice and deep as is the in- 


who gee the true proportion of things 
will not despair. They know fe great 
work of civilization that has been accom- 
plished.

Amid tremendous applause on the Tre- 
publican side, Mr. Cooper contrasted the 
present denunciation of the adimnistra- 
tion’s policy and the platform declarations 
of democratic conventions with those of 
1964.

He laid special stress 
upon the absolute incredibility of Buen- 
camino, whose testimony Mr. Cooper had 
quoted. Buencamino, he said, was first a 
Spanish soldier, afterwa@js an insurrecto, 
and now a supporter of the American ad- 
ministration. This “renegade,’’ he said, 
was ‘the only Filipino who had ever ap- 
peared before a committee of congress in 
advocacy of the course the United States 
was pursuing. Continuing, Mr. Jones said 
that his purpose was to discuss, first, the 
present political directions in the islands 
and, secondly, the features of the Dill 
to prove that if passed the people of 
the Philippines would be in a worse con- 
dition than they were today under the 
present despotic government. 

The chief question involved, he said, was 
whéther under the guise of the forms of 
civil -government a policy unjust and 
cruel to the people of the islands and in- 
jurious and dishonoring to American citl-

petually continued or whether immediate 
proclamation should not be made of our 
purpose to set up an independent govern- 
ment there, and withdraw from the is- 
land. He took up the bill and criticised its 
features, dwelling particularly on the 
methods adopted for the purchase of the 
friar lands.

Washington, June 19.—Signor Mayor des 
Planches, the Italian ambassador, was 
one of the callers at the state department

How or- 
when theétresult wil] be obtained is a 
matter that the president must leave to 
future developments, but it can be stated

SENT BY PELEE

Baise Pointe |s Almost Destroyed 
by Another Eruption 


{wenty-Two Houses Are Razed, but 
No Lives Lost—Eruption Causes 
Flood in River and Thirty 
Houses Are Carried 
Out to Sea. 


Fort de France, Island of Martinique, 
June 18.—A column of slime 100 metres 
high has been ejected from the volcano 
of Mont Pelee and“has fallen on Basse 
Pointe, enveloping the lower portion of 
the town and completely razing twenty- 
two houses. No loss of life has been re- 
ported. 

The volcano continues to throw forth 
cinders on the northern part of the 
island, which has been rendered uninhab- 
Itable. Previous to the falling of the 
mass of slime or mud on Basse Pointe 
that place and Lorraine had been in- 
undated by torrential rains. The part 
of Basse Pointe which suffered today is 
now covered to the thickness of about 
five metres with slimy mud. Le Precheur 
has also suffered from this latest erup- 
tion of Mont Pelee. 

The river which flows by Basse Pointe 
has risen suddenly four times since yes- 
terday, and as a result thirty houses at 
Basse Pointe have been carried out t9 
Bea. 

The first flood was signalized by the 
appearance in the valley of the river of 
a torrent of mudy water 40 metres wide 
and 6 metres high, which advanced with 
frightful rapidity. The first houses a 
were struck by the rush of waters were 
Bhattered and thrown high into the air 
and their ruins were carried out to sea 
on the crest of the torrent. 

During all of yesterday afternoon thick 
clouds of smoke issued from the crater 
at the head of the River Fallaise, and 
the river itself has been rushing down- 
ward with such violence that its banks 
nave been carried away end the old river 
bed has disappeared. The river has now 
taken a new course. A bridge over the 
Fallaise has been carried away. One of 
the chasms resulting from the volcanic 
eruptions which rendered access to the 
head of the river impossible is now filled 
up with volcanic matter which has solid- 
Ified, and at this moment it is impossible 
to cross the chasm on the newly thrown 
out material. 

Mont Pelee continues to vomit a thick 
column of cinders, which the wind blows 


to the north. 
The village of Le Precheur has been 
invaded by a stream of mud.

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COST OF WAR IN PHILIPPINES. 


Acéording to Root It Has Cost 
$170,326,586. 
Washington, June 19.—Secretary Root 
today made answer to the senate resolu- 
tion of April 17, calling for information 
as to the cost of the war in the Philip- 

pines. 

Reports from the various bureau offi- 
cers are submitted to show the cost of 
the Philippine war, including outstand- 
ing obligations, showing that the total 
up to date is $170,326,586. 

Secretary Root remarks: 

“The present scale of expense in the 
Philippineg is, of course, greatly _re- 
duced, because of the continuous reduc- 
tion of the army, made possible by the 
restoration of peaceful conditions. Thus 
in the middle of the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1901, there were about 70,000 
American soldiers in the islands. That 
humber is now reduced to about 23,000, 
Orderg have now been issued of the 
Eighth, Fifteenth, Twenty-fourth and 
Twenty-fifth infantry and a squadron of 
the Tenth cavalry, and when these or- 
ders have been executed the number of 
American troops in the Philippines will 
have been reduced to 18,000.°’

Early in the day the judge requested 
the members of the bar to meet him in 
Tie court room at 5 o'clock, and at that 
hour a large number of the Brunswick 
attorneys were present, but few of them 
anticipated what was to come. 

Immediately following te adjourn- 
ment of the court Judge Bennet, in a 
few appropriate remarks, told the mem- 
ber& of the bar that he had asked Gov- 
ernor Candler to accept his resignation 
on July 1. The announcement created 
considerable surprise and was a distinct 
shock to the majority of those present. 
The judge said that his resignation was 
made necessary by urgent demands upon 
his time between now and January and 
that he felt it his duty to the circuit 
that he take this action. 

Short addresses were made by mem- 
béeFs of the bar, all of them expressing 
deepest regret at the resignation and 
paying highest compliments to Judge 
Bennet for the splendid record he has 
made during his tenure of the office. 

It is announced by Colonel W. E. Kay 
that on July 1 a new law firm will be 
formed under the style of Kay, Bennet 
& Conyers, and to be composed of 
Colonel W. E. Kay, Judge J. W. Bennet 
and Colonel C. B. Conyers. This also 
created considerable surprise in  leghl 
circles, and it will be one of the strong- 
est legal combinations in this section of 
the state. 

The resignation of Judge Bennet will 
make it necessary for Governor Candler 
to make an appointment for the aa 
interim term, and in this connection 
Judge Bolling Whitfield, of the law firm 
of Cr@att & Whitfield, this city, will be 
an applicaat for the position in the 
event that Judge T. A. Parker, of Bax- 
ley, who has just been elected for the 
long term, does not apply for the ap- 
pointment. 


FOUR MEN BLOWN TO PIECES 


By Explosion in Coining. Mill of a 
Powder Plant. 

Johnstown, Pa., June 19.—The coining 
mill of the Cambria Powder Company's 
plant at Seward. 19 miles from Johns- 
town, blew up this afternoon, killing three 
men and injuring five others, one of 
whom has since died. Two others are 


fatally hurt 

The dead are: 

J. B. SMITH; of Seward, aged 40 years, 
married and leaves a large family. 

JOHN RHODES, of Seward, aged 38 
years, married and leaves a large fam- 
ily. 

CHARLES DROVER, of Wapwallopen, 
Luzerin county, aged 35 years, and un- 
married. 

W. F. BRACKEN, of Seward, maf ied 
and leaves three children: 

The explosion occurred as the men were 
loading a pot of powder on a wagon 
driven by Rhodes. Suddenly there was 
an explosion and the flames flew in every 
diréction, the powder adhering to the 
clothing of the men, ignited, burning in- 
to the flesh of the victims. 

A strange feature of the accident wag 
the fact that Drover was able to walk 
300 yards from the scene of the explosion 
before he fell dead from terrible burns. 
His flesh, like that of the other victims, 
was burned to a crisp. The shanjy in 
which the coining mill is located was 
ignited by the explosion of the powder 
and was burned to the ground, but e'* 
financial loss is slight. jp

Morgan Closes Debate. 

Mr. Morgan, of Alabama, closed to- 
day’s debate with an appeal for the 
adoption of the Nicaragua route. He 
had been preceded by Mr. Clark, of Mon- 
tana, in support of the Nicaragua route, 
and Mr. Allison, of Iowa, in support 
of the Spooner proposition. Only minor 
amendments, except those _ indicated, 
were adopted, all others being voted 
down. 

A direct vote was then obtained on 
the Spooner substitute, Wiiich was 
adopted by the vote already given, 

The vote upon the Spooner substitute 
disposed of the pending question, anc 
the substitute, as adopted, was reported 
from the committee of the wole of the 
senate. 

Mr. Hoar, of Massachusetts, then of- 
fered a substitute for the Spooner prop- 
osition making it the duty of the pres- 
ident ta decide by which rq@ute the ca- 
nal should be constructed. It was re- 
jected—13 to 62. 

Bond Issue Provided For. 

Mr. Fairbanks then offered an amend- 
ment providing for the issue of $130,000,000 
of gold bonds, bearing 2 per cent inter- 
est, to pay for the construction of the 
canal. Mr. Culberson moved to lay the 
amendment on the table, and the mo- 
tion was defeated—36 to 3. The amend- 
ment then was adopted—38 to 36. 

Mr. Mason then offered an amendment 
to Mr. Fairbanks’ amendment providing 
that all the people of the United States 
should have opportunity to subscribe to 
the proposed loan. The amendment was 
agreed to without division.

On motion of Mr. Morgan the senate 
then asked a conference with the house 
upon the bills passed by the two 
branches of congress, and Messrs. Mor- 
gan, Hanna and Kittridge were named 
as conferees.

ONE KILLED; MANY INJURED 


Passenger Coach Falls Fifty Feet, 
Catching on the Stone Piers, 
Thus Saving Many of the 
Occupants ¥rom Death 
in Water. 


Shelby, N. C., June 19.—A portion of a 
mixed train on the South Carolina and 
Georgia extension railroad fell through an 
approach to the bridge over Broad river 
this afternoon, killing one man and injur- 
ing over a dozen passengers.

A doz@n passengers, including two la-

About the time the rear coach was 
on the span just above the river Engineer 
Albert felt the trestle giving way, and, 
opening the throttle, sent the train across 
the bridge, saving all of it except the rear 
coach and three box cars. 

The coach fell precipitately 50 feet on 
the brink of the river, swollen by the 
recent rains, and was caught by the 
stone pier supporting the bridge, which 
saved the passengers from a _ watery 
grave. 


NEW WATER SYSTEM PREVAILS. 


And Clinches Deal for Naval Station 
in Charleston. 

Charleston, S. C., June 19.—(Special.)—By 
a vote which was almost unanimous the 
taxpayers of Charleston have approved 
the franchise recently granted by city 
council to the Charleston Light and Wa- 
ter Company for the establishment of a 
new water system. 

This finally clinches the deal and re- 
movés the last obstacle in the way of the 
naval station. Without this new water 
plant it was claimed that the govern- 
ment would not build Its navy yard here, 
but now that the matter is settled work 
on both enterprises wil! shortly begin. 

Mayor Smyth said today that contracts 
‘with Baltimore and Philadelphia capi- 
talists would be signed just as soon as 
the necessary details can be arranged. 
Water will be brought here from Goose 
treek. There will be a daily supply of 
five million gallons and when filtered at 
the city plant the water Will be absolutely 
wholesome and good.

REPUBLICANS OF CHARLESTON 
WANT TO BE POSTMASTER. 


Constitution Dispatch Saying Presi- 
dent Disappointed Over McLau- 
rin Failuge Starts It. 


Charleston, 8S. C., June 19.—(Special.)— 
The dispatch from The Constitution's 
Washington correspondent in which it 
was stated that the president was disap- 
pointed at the failure of the McLaurin 
movement in South Carolina has had a 
peculiar effect on the situation here. Thiz 
was particularly noted in the fight for 
the postoffice, and as soon as the dis- 
patch was read in Charleston several of 
the old line republicans announced forth- 
with that they would apply for the office. 
The republican candidates had been fall- 
ing over one another in thelr effort to get 
recognition, and in the meantime little is 
heard from the men who are tdentified 
with the white republican movement. 

So far President Roosevelt hag given no 
intimation of the course to be pursued in 
naming a postmaster for this city. Post- 
master Cunningham, whose term has not 
expired, will hold on until the administra- 
tion ig ready to nominate his successor, 
and pending this delay the president Is 
consulting leading politicians with a view 
of giving satisfaction to the people of the 
city as well as to the administration. 

It is not believed that he will go out of 
the party to select a man, and this has 
somewhat snattered the hope of Me- 
Laurin followers who have been anxious 
for the job. District Attorney Capers, 
who has been furthering the cause of Mr. 
Harris, is still confident that Harris will 
land. 

The latest candidate for the postmaster 
is W. Q. Lioyd, who came here a year or 
two ago from Pennsylvania and opened a 
steam laundry. Lioyd says he is a re- 
publican and claimg to have the support 
of Matthew Quay, whatever that is 
worth. 


JUDGE CLOSES NOISY STREET.

UP IN 


THINGS ARE LIVENING 
MISSISSIPPI. 


McClurg and May Are Believed To 
Be Sure Entries, and Others

ALL HATS OFF TO PEABODY. 


PEOPLE ARE GRATEFUL FOR 
GIFT TO NORMAL SCHOOL. 


School for Domestic Arts and Sci- 
ences To Be a Model of 
Its Kind. 


Athens, Ga., June 19.—(Special.)—The 
announcement in yesterday’s Constitu- 
tion of George F. Peabody’s magnificent 
gift to the State Normal school was read 


| with great interest by the people of Ath- 


ens. Mr. Peabody takes a great deal of 
interest in the University of Georgia and 
its branch institutions, and he is espe- 
clally impressed by the work that is be- 
ing done at the State Normal school. 

A year ago he gave this institution 
$10,000 as a neucleus for a building fund 
and also gave over $3,000 to establish 
therein the School of Domestic Arts and 
Sciences. 

Since then he has outfitted the psycho- 
logical laboratory at a cost of $1,300. Now 
comes his gift of $10,000 for a new Dbuild- 
ing and $3,000 for its equipment. 

This matter has been under discussion 
for several weeks and all the plans and 
specifications for the new building have 
been drawn. The contract will be let 
at once and the new building will be un- 
der construction within the next three 
weeks. It will be ready for occupancy 
by the fall session. 

The new building will be of brick and 
stone, 55 by 70 feet, two stories and a base- 
ment. Architecturally it will be beautiful 
and attractive. 

The basement will contain closets and 
bath rooms and a large play room and 
gymnasium & by 60 feet. The first floor 
will be devoted to an infirmary, the prin- 
cipal’s office and class rooms. The sec- 
ond floor will be assigned to the labor- 
atory, museum, teachers’ rest room, 
cooking ‘school, kindergarten department, 
work shop and sewing school room. 

A Thorough Equipment. 

The equipment will be thorough in ev- 
ery respect. In fact, it will be the best 
equipped school building in the south. 
There will be adjustable desks of the best 
make. The kindergarten will have a thor- 
ough modern equipment. The gymna- 
sium will be beyond doubt the best equip- 
ped college gymnasium in the south. 

The playgrounds wilt be equipped with 
swings, tennis courts, croquet, basket 
ball, ete. The halls in the new building 
will be elegantly and artistically orna- 
mented with the most beautiful pictures, 
the best of the photographic art of the 
country. 

There will be thoroughly adequate 
equipment provided in the departments 
of art study, school gardening and na- 
ture study and. the child's infirmary, 
where infant dietaries and the \like 
Studies will be taught, will be a distinct 
innovation. The sewing room will be ad- 
equately equipped. 

The new building will be given a com- 
manding location on the Normal School 
grounds and will present a handsome ap- 
pearance. 

The general education board, at 
session of the Southern Educational So- 
clety, in this city last April, gave the 
State Normal school fifty scholarships to 
cover the fifty that had already been 
secured by President Bronson and others, 
and then offered fifty more if another 
fifty could be secured by the school au- 
thorities. Of this latter fifty President 
Bronson has secured thirty-nine and will 
have the other eleven long before Jan- 
uary 1, the time limit asigned him by the 
general education board. He received 
two letters today, one containing the 
money for ten scholarships, the other 
containing the money for two scholar- 
ships, and sent in by two f*rmer stu- 
dents at the State Normal school.

An Inspiring Oration. 

The baccalaureate address delivered 
at the University of Georgia on 
Wednesday by Hon. Edward M. Shep- 
ard, of New York, deserves the high- 
est praise for both its matter and its 
purpose. The subject, “Democratic 
Liberty,” treated in the broad and 
philosophic way that it was, obtained 
a richer significance to those who 
heard the address and will give it 
fine values to all who read it in print. 

The present day needs a widespread 
revival of understanding of democrat- 
ic liberty. Its fundamentals have 
been obscured too much by the mere- 
tricious issues of the politics of spoils 
and class legislation. These have 
miseducated millions and led them to 
be but mildly sensitive to abuses of 
power and encroachments of the spir- 
its of specialism and imperialism. 

Mr. Shepard did well to speak the 
old gospel of democracy—the democ- 
racy that is greater than any party 
programme and more vital to a Chris- 
tian civilization than any increase of 
sordid wealth or territorial expansion. 
He spoke it to young men who were 
fitted by birth, training and cult of 
patriotism to assimilate his words 
with sympathy and to commit them- 
selves to the ideals he presented with 
enthusiasm. 

The American republic will live or 
die as it cleaves to or forsakes the 
great doctrines which were the bone- 
work of Mr. Shepard’s oration. This 
land has a history and this people 
traditions that cannot syrvive the 
overgrowth of-imperialistic principles. 
Americans ‘must be freemen, self- 
governing and _ self-perpetuating, or 
they will melt away as the hosts from 
Babel and the republic become as 
tenantless as the deserts of Kylas and 
Elora.

- AT LABOR MBBTING 


Numerous Resolutions Adopted at 
Federation Convention. 


AS TO CONVICT-MADE GOODS 


Want Them Stamped—Seek To Have 
Governmelit Control Hours of 
Work—Strong Plea Is Made 
for Law Regulatigg 
Child Labor. 


Savannah, Ga., June 19.—(Special.)—The 
second day of the convention of the state 
Federation of Labor was eventful in the 
adoption of a number of resolutions bear- 
ing upon the labor situation. 

The convention adopted a_ resolution 
advocating legislation regulating the 
hanging of and voltage of electric wires. 
A resolution was adopted that the legis- 
lative committee urge the passage of & 
law requiring all convict-made goods to 
be so stamped. 

A resolution was passed asking that 
the United States constitution be 80 
amended that the hours of labor may be 
controiled through national legislation. 
A resolution was pasged asking that it 
be made Wlawful for employers of labor 
to send agents out of the state to secure 
workmen to take the places of men who 
have gone on strike to uphold the union. 

A sort of platform was framed up and 
adopted in resolutions for the guidance 
of the members of the legislature favor- 
able to labor. One paragraph of this 
follows: 

“Resolved, That we respectfully ask 
that a child labor bill should be enacted 
in the interest of the innocent and de- 
fenseless children of the state; that we 
are unalterably opposed to what is known 
as double-heading by railroads, endan- 
gering the lives of our brother tolilers to 
help pile’ up more collossal wealth for 
combines; that street railway employees 
should be pfotected by the laws of the 
state in that all cars should D® vestibuled 
to protect them from the rigors of the 
winter’s blast and the scorching rays 
of the summer gun; that a factory, work- 
shop and mine inspector should be ap- 
pointed for the protection of health and 
comfort of employees; that a law be en- 
acted placing the convict system upon 
the roads of the state, giving the farm- 
er the advantage of the same, and that 
a brand should be placed upon all con- 
vict-made goods coming into the state 
in competition with free labor; that a law 
be enacted creating a labor commissioner 
as a state official.’’

DEFEATS JUDGE J. L. BOYNTON 
FOR THE LEGISLATURE. | 


Tie Causes Second Primary, in Which 
J. L. Stewart Wins by 
46 Votes. 


Arlington, Ga., June 19.—(Special.)—In 
the second primary held to’ nominate a 
representative from Calhoun county to 
the legislature, J. T. Stewart wag vic- 
torious, receiving a majority of 4 votes 
over Judge J. L. Boynton, his only op- 
ponent.

great surprise to his many friends.

The police ar- 
rived in time to stop serious trouble and 
@t the same time save the negro from 
serious harm. 

Tom Terrell, the negro who gave all the 
trouble, was run out of his place of hid- 
Ing by police officers and arrested by a 
crowd of citizens. 

Just«before the arrest was made Ver- 
non C. Vaughan, of No. 308 Pine street, 
tried to seize hold of the negro and was 
painfully cut on the forehead, Terrell 
using a knife to avoid arrest. 

The affair created the most intense ex- 
citement. For several blocks white men 
and boys flocked into the street armed 
with any weapon that could be secured. 
Many did not know what had happened 
and supposed a murder had been commit- 
ted. There were cries of “shoot him,” 
“hang him,” “burn him.” 

Knocked a Woman Down. 

Terrell, so witnesses have told the po- 
fice, had a row with a negro woman on 
Houston street and she called for the 
police. He ran, presumably to avoid ar- 
gest, andin his flight ran against a white 
woman, whose name has not been se- 
cured. The woman was knocked down on 
the sidewalk. Terrell did not stop, but 
continued to run. The collision was wit- 
hessed by several white men and women 
and the men gave chase. As they ran 
others joined in and the crowd soon 
swelled to fifty or sixty. In ten minutes 
at least 300 people were chasing the ne- 
gro. 

Terrell] ran into an alley on Clifford 
Btreet, where a number of negro houses 
are located. When his pursuers came up 
they were informed by the inmates of 
the houses that they could proceed no 
further. There was a parley and it look- 
ed as if there was about to be a conflict 
between whites and blacks. The police 
had been notified by telephone and the 
cooler heads in the crowd decided it was 
best to wait for the officers of the law. 

Police Officers on the Scene. 

Officers Doyal, Dorsey and Moncrief ar- 
rived on the scene and at once invaded 
the negro settlement. Terrell ran from 
the alley and ag he did so he was stopped 
by Vaughan. The negro had an open 
knife in his hand and he made a savage 
thrust at his captor. Vaughan was slash- 
ed across the forehead and the force of 
the blow made him ree] backward and 
mearly fall. 

There were others close by who seized 
the negro and disarmed him. 

The officers made a search for the wom- 
an who had been knocked down, but fail- 
ed to find her. 

At the police barracks Terrell stated 
that he was running from the negro 
woman and accidentally collided with the 
white woman. When asked why he ran 
and why he cut the white man he re- 
piled: 

“After I got to running and saw the 
mob after me I thought if I surrendered 
I would be lynched. I was most scared 
to death.’’ 

Terrell will be tried by the recorder this 
afternoon.

W. F. Denny is the architect for the edi- 
fice. . 

Tne building and tot will cost from 
$55,000 to $60,000 and the sfructure will be 
one of the most elegant church edifices 
in every respect in the city. It will be 
constructed of solid stone throughout, 
both exterior and interior A unique feat- 
ure of the construction will be the plac- 
iing of the cnoir loft over the entrance in- 
stead of in the rear of the pulpit. 

St. Mark Methodist church is the out- 
growth of Merritts avenue church, whicn 
was located on Merritts avenue, between 
Peachtree and Courtland streets. This 
organization was founded fifteen years 
ago and among those who have served the 
pastorate are the following: Dr. Bignam, 
father of the present presiding elder; 
Bishop W. A. Candler Dr. Isaac 8. Hop- 
kins, Dr. R. J. Bigham, Rev. Frank 
Eakes, and at present, Dr. Alonze Monk. 

For several years past the movement 
for expansion in the way of a more eligi- 
ble lot and a large and more exfensive 
building has been on foot. Up to No- 
vember, 1901, the congregation had suc- 
ceeded, mainly by its own generosity and 
the help of numerous kind friends, in pur- 
chasing the site at the corner of Peach- 
tree and Fifth streets at a cost of $15,000.

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CHE SAYS SPYERS SUICIDED 


Mayme Holland Returns to New 
York and Makes Statement. 


REMORSE LED TO TRAGEDY 


—— + 


Young Woman Declares She Never 
Encouraged Atlanta Man, and 
Knew Nothing of His Actions. 


There now seems little doubt that Marc 
J. Spyers, the Atlanta man who died ina 
New York hospital several days ago un- 
der mysterious circumstances, committed 
suicide. According to a dispatch fo The 
Constitution last night, Mayme Holland, 
the woman who was with Spyers when 
he was found unconscious on the street, 
has returned and declares that the young 


man took his own life. 

Following is the dispatch: 

New York, June 19.—(Special.)—Miss 
Mayme Holland, the comely young wom- 
an who disappeared from this city im- 
mediately after the suicide of Marc J. 
Spyers, the traveling salesman whose 
headquarters up to a short time ago was 
in Charleston, S. C., returned to this city 
this evening and cleared up, to a great 
extent, thé mystery surrounding the case. 

Spyers committed suicide in the street 
yesterday, just after having received a 
letter from his wife. It was then stated 
that he was on his way to see Miss Hol- 
land, when he was overcome by remorse 
and chose suicide as the easiest way out 
of his trouble. 

Miss Holland says of the case: 

“tT was employed at the time of our 
first meeting with a lithia water company 
in Atlanta, Ga. I was subjected to his 
attentiong from the first. I never en- 
couraged him, and in fact left that city 
to get away from his unwelcome devo- 
tions. He has followed me all the way to 
this city. I never encouraged him at any 
time on the trip, and it is no® true that 
we were living together at a West Sev- 
enteenth street boarding house, as has 
been stated. I know nothing of any of his 
actions.”’ 

Miss Holland is represented by Colonel 
George Dunn, one of the leading lawyers 
of this city, and will strongly fight any 
aspersions as to her bearing in the case. 

A special to The Constitution from Co- 
lumbus says: 

“Columbus, Ga., June 19.—(Special.)— 
Marc J. Spyers, whose mysterious death 
occurred in New York yesterday morn- 
ing, lived in Columbus several months 
last year and married here. The records 
of the court of ordinary show that on 
November 6, 1901, Mare J. Spyers and Mrs. 
Mamie Newton Emmette were united In

The Georgia School of Technology has 
now at its disposal $20,000 which will be 
devoted to the better equipment of its 
electrical and experimental laboratories. 

After the delivery of the diplomas to 
the graduates yesterday President Ly- 
man Hall announced that $10,000 had 
been subscribed by the friends and 
patrons of the school, and this secured 
the $10,000 promised by the general edu- 
cational board. 

Of the amount promised by the board 
$5,000 will be paid immediately, so the 
improvements will begin without any de- 
lay. The other %,900 will be paid in 
two yearly payments of $2.500 each. The 
money subscribed by ‘friends will be 
forthcoming at different times during the 
next year.

After the announcement by Captain 
Hall, Chancellor Walter B. Hill arose un- 
expectedly and in a happy, characteristic 
Speech announced to the audience that 
the trustees of ‘Washington and Lee uni- 
versity had conferred upon President Hall 
the degree of doctor of laws. This an- 
nouncement, news of which was pwblisa- 
ed in The Constitution yesterday, was re- 
ceived with ringing and enthusiastic ap- 
plause, which bespoke the appreciation 
of the students and visitors of the honor 
conferred upon President Hall. 

Commencement Exercises. 

The fourteenth session of the Georgia 
School of Technology closed yesterday 
with interesting and enjoyable commence- 
ment exercises, 

At 8 o'clock the doors of the shops were 
thrown open and the largest crowd of 
visitors that ever attended were admit- 
ted to where the students were at work. 
Tne interested spectators found the stu- 
dents busily engaged just as they are to 
be seen at any time during the term. 
Those who attended the exercises enjoy- 
ed seeing the boys at work spinning, 
weaving, drawing, carving, welding iron 
and making practical teats in the chemi- 
cal and electrical laboratories. 

The work shops closed at 10 o'clock and 
as many as coul A@find room in the chapel 
went there to near the addresses and to 
witness the conferring of degrees and 
delivery of diplomas. 

The exercises in the chapel] were opened 
with music by Wurm’s orchestra, follow- 
ed with prayer by Rev. Theron Rice, 
after which the subjects of the theses of 
the graduates were announced. President 
Hall then introduced Richard H. Ed- 
wards, who made a strong and forecful 
address on the ‘‘Technical Training of the 
Young Men of the South.’’ 

Mr. Edwards was followed by Judge 
Turner, of the board of trustees of the 
University of Georgia, who made an in- 
teresting, instructive and humorous talk 
on the importance of different kinds of 
training, asserting that Georgia was meet- 
ing the demands of this progressive age 
by maintaining a university which in- 
cluded colleges like that of the School of 
Technology in Atlanta, Frankling college 
and the Normal school at Athens, the 
Industrial college at Milledgeville and the 
Military and Indystrial college at Dah- 
lonega. 

President Hall’s Address. 

President Hall in his baccalaureate ad- 
dress reviewed the history of the school, 
telling of its graduates and urging the 
members of the class of 182 to follow the 
example set by those who had gone out 
before them and strive to be proficient in 
some one branch of knowledge and by 
this means excel. The address was saot 
through and through with sound and 
wholesome advice. He spoke in part as 
follows: 

“The first young man to receive his dl- 
ploma this morning will be the one hun- 
dred and twenty-third graduate of the 
Schoal of Technology. The number of 
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ning with 1890 and ending in 1901, are as 
follows: Two, 8, 18, 11, 9, 12, 10, 8, 9, 9, 9, 17. 

“This year your class breaks a record 
in quantity and you will have more va- 
eancies in the corps of your fellows here 
than any class which has preceded. But 
remember you are record-breakers in 
quantiy only, so far. 

“The records of your predecessors are 
luminous points in the history of our 
institution, not luminous for brilliancy of 
achievement in every case, not luminous 
with genius, not luminous with infalli- 
bility, but luminous with intelligent ef- 
fort. with constant endeavor, with the 
ability to give additional impetus in the 
development of our country. 

“Your predecessors are well worthy’ of 
your imitation. All of them are young 
men still and yet they begin to have 
power and feel responsibility. 

“Nine bear the title of superintendent. 
Five are independent electrical engineers. 
Twenty-eight are in business for them- 
selves and independent of employers. 
More than 90 per cent have responsible 
positions in mechanical lines. Since, and 
including the year 1897, there have been 
forty graduates, and forty of them—100 
per cent—hold positions in mechanical 
pursuits. One graduate is a lawyer, who 
shall always remain counsel for the de- 
fense of his alma mater. One is a min- 
ister, respected, beloved in his communi- 
ty, the chaplain of the alumni associa- 
tion. One is a schoo] teacher, just one, 
possessing all the virtues and erudition 
of his profession. He has done well to 
do this, for in that profession there Its 
nothing etse to possess. One is a physi- 
cian, but he is the best physician in 
southwest Georgia, where he is loved and 
honored. One is a farmer, the son of 
Congressman Everett, by the way. When- 
ever any machinery needs attention with- 
in a radius of 50 miles of young Everett's 
home he is sent for. This seems to prove 
the paradox that machinery is always 
in good running order wherever it goes.’’ 

Captain Hall mentioned the names of 
many graduates of the Tech who have 
made enviable records. 

Word of Encouragement. 

In concluding, Captain Hall said: 

“You cannot afford to make records in- 
ferior to these other graduates. In Greece 
and Rome young athletes were trained 
by wrapping bandages of sand around 
their limbs and bodies gradually untii 
the entire surplus of weight exceeded 100 
pounds. All their feats were performed 
daily with this ever increasing burden 
calling upon them for ever increasing ef- 
fort. Finally on the momentous day be- 
fore an audience of 100,000 people at the 
Olympic game the weights were discarded 
and those athletes leaped into the arena 
prepared for marvelous tests of skill and 
strength. Today you leave behind the 
arduous sound of daily tasks and throw 
aside the enforced and exacting duties 
which constant training bag enabled you 
to perform so well. 

“May each of you continue your efforts 
along the particular specialty you have 
adopted as your life work till your skill 
may be multiplied a hundred fold, and 
give to you that peculiar power of pro- 
ficience in your profession which cannot 
be bought with gold, which time cannot 
effect. which no enemy can destroy, which 
will insure for you a @6ubstantml prps- 
perity and win for you the respect, the 
love and the admiration of your people.” 


Delivery of Diplomas. 

At the close of President Hall's address 
Chancellor Hill addressed a few words 
to the graduates.

NE of the features of the com- 

mencement exercises at the Tech- 

nological school yesterday was the 
address of Richard H. Edmonds, editor 
' of The Manufacturers’ Record, of Balti- 
more. 

Mr. Edmonds is a man of commanding 
appearance and is a clear, forceful speak- 
er, From the outset he held the close 
, attention of the entire audience. 

His remarks were addressed mainly to 
those interested in the technical training 
of the southern youth, and in a masterful 
and convincing way he pleaded in behalf 
of the broadest kind of manual! and tech- 
nical education for southern boys. He 
Said that in the mighty struggle for in- 
dividual, community and national suc- 
cess the trained expert is to be the leader, 
and the fact that the south has marvel- 
ous resources does not mean future great- 
ness for this section unless the young 
men of the south are so trained that they 
can develop these resources. He mention- 
ed southern men who already practically 
recognize this pressing necessity. Among 
other things, he said: 

“The new century is to see progress 
swift, world-encircling, beside which the 
etory of the last shall seem tame. Mar- 
confi has given us a hint of changes which 
we cannot yet comprehend. The terrors 
of the deep, the loneliness of iQ: trackless 
ocean, seem destined to a lurge extent 
to be swept away by the power which 
may enable ships at sea to communicate 
almost as easily as you now telephone 
to your neighbor. In this invention we 
see the coming of a time when, if storms 
buffet or disasters threaten a ship, the 
Wireless message may go speeding out 
to find a re&ponsive chord, though hun- 
dreds of miles distant, to call for help. 
In the light of such a discovery the 
boasted progress of the past is doubtless 
but an indication, a hint of what the boy 
of today will witness ere old age shall 
come upon him. Who can measure what 
it will be worth to see these coming 
events, to be active partScipants in them, 
possibly to be heaven’s chosen agent f:@ 
giving to the world some of these new 
factors in human affairs? 

“Shall the boys of the south act well 
their part in the great drama whose 
swiftly moving scenes show that the 
world’s business interests are to be more 
and more controlled by specialists trained 
for their chosen work? The answer rests 
with the men and women of 
today. Unless the south promptly 
develops its now limited § facilities 
for giving manual and _e technical 
training to the tens of thousands of white 
boys who would gladly avail themselves 
of the opportunity, its great natural ad- 
vantages will no more enable them to 
win in competition with the technical ex- 
perts of other sections than would a natu- 
rally strong position enable an army 
equipped with tHe old muzzle loader to 
withstand an assault from one holding 
RB position naturally weaker, but equipped 
with the repeating rifle and the breech- 
loading cannon. 

Opportunity and Responsibility. 

*‘Let us realize then that great as is 
our opportunity, so shall be our respon- 
sibility to the future. 

“The Georgia School of Technology and 
all similar institutions are indicative of 
the south’s awakening realization of its 
need to give to its boys the opportunity 
to fit themselves to be successful workers 
in every line of human endeavor, but 
‘ what the south has done is only a small 
beginning in what it must do. The men 
who succeed today, who contribute to 
the welfare of their fellows and the 
progress of the world, are the men who 
do things, with their minds or with thefr 
hands, or, best of all, with the combina- 
tion of both. Happy the individual who 
has opportunity to do. Happier the one 
who has been trained to do with the 
greatest efficiency. 

“Twenty odd years ago a young South 
Carolinian, realizing this truth and find- 
ing no chance for a technical training in 
the south, went north and by hard labor 
paid his way through the Troy Tech- 
nological school. From there he went to 
@ great steel plant in Pennsylvania, and 
thence to Germany to fully equip himself 
for his life work. About fifteen years 
ago he returned to his native land and 
since then D. A. Tompkins, of Charlotte, 
has, indeed, been a leader for the south, 
the value of whose work can never be 
fully revealed. 

Statistics That Are “loquent. 

“In the Lake Superior district nature 
has piled her wealth of iron ores and in 
West Virginia and Pennsylvania she has 
stored unlimited coal, but a Carnegie and 
a Frick were needed to take these ma- 
terials and center the world’s iron and 
iteel trade at Pittsburg. Pennsylvania is 
§,000 square miles smaller than Alabama; 
{it has less ore and less coal and less tim- 
ber than Alabama. Its agricultural ca- 
pabilities are not greater than Alabama’s, 
but its industria] advancement, based on 
coal and iron and timber, is almost be- 
yond the power of our minds to grasp. 
The census of 1900 tells us that the manu- 
facturing interests of Pennsvivania em- 
Ployed in that year $1.551.548.712 of capital 
and yielded $1,843,790,860 of product. This 
is $400,000.000 more than the combined 
manufacturing capital of the whole south 
and $350,000,000 more than the product 
of the south’s factories. 

“Rightly have we boasted of our ad- 
vance, rightly have we heralded to the 
world the story of our rise from poverty. 
All honor to the men and women who 
have made this possible, all honor to the 
leaders who have blazed the way to 
victory. But let us bestir ourselves, let 
tts awake to what we may now accom- 
plish if we will only seize the opportu- 
nity. Let the story of what Massachu- 
setts and Pennsylvania have done stim- 
ulate us to do greater things. The op- 
portunity is ours. Shall we prove equal 
to it? -M~ friends, the time is 
coming, and some of these boys shall 
live to see it, when the present indus- 
trial structure of the United States, with 
its 600,000 factories, its $10,000,000,000 of 
capita] and its $15,000,000,000 of manufac- 
tured and mineral output, shall be du- 
plicated in the south alone. Can you 
measure what it means to see within 
the next forty or fifty years the south’s 
93,000 factories grow to 600,000, its $1,200,- 
000,000 of manufacturing capital multi- 
plied ten times, and the annua! output 
of its factories and mines grow from 
$1,600,000,000 to $15,000,000,000? 

Prepare for Development. 

“One meaning for us is that the south 
must at once begin to give to its boys— 
to the poor and rich alike—the broadest 
facilities for. that training which wil] 
prepare them to do their part in this 
great development. Let no man say we 
are too poor. Thirty years ago that 


ceeding $200,000. 


—— 
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plea might have been justified, but now 
it is misleading. We have talked pov- 
erty, and taiked of our dependence upon 
the energy and capital of other sections, 
until we have convinced ourselves and 
the world that we can do nothing by 
Ourselves. Gut do you realize that the 
total true valuation of the property of 
the southern states at present is equal 
to the total for the United States in 
1360? In that year the total] wealth of 
the whole country was $16,100,000,00, and 
the census will show that in 19W the 
souths wealth was about the same. 

“The destiny of the south is to be in 
the hands of the men who shall be the 
leaders in this coming industrial age. 
Southern boys of this day must be the 
leaders, or they wil] be the ‘hewers of 
wood and drawers of waters’ for others 
who will come and do the work which 
Will inevitably be done. The trend of 
the world’s economic development is to- 
ward the south. It is for this generation 
to say what part the people of the south 
Shall play, in this great march to in- 


» dustrial and commercial supremacy. As 


are Our opportunities, so shall be our 
responsibilities, Nature has done more 
than her share. She has covered our 
mountains and our valleys with tim- 
ber; she has burdened our hillsides 
With mineral wealth beyond the power 
Of imagination; she has given us coal 
and iron and cotton and oil, marbles and 
granites and clays; she has furnished 
us @ variety of soils which, according 
to their kind, need but to be ‘tickled with 
the hoe to laugh with the harvest’ of 
cotton or grain or sugar or rice or 
fruits. Earth has no duplicate of the 
Wealth of nature’s bounty,to us, but 
Breat as is the wealth of all our un- 
measured raw materials, it is in value 
but as a grain of sand upon the seashore 
Compared gimply with the economic 
value of our boys and girls. They are 
Our greatest raw’ materials. Our schools, 
especially the manual and technological 
schools, are to be the factories which, 
using them as its raw materiai, shall 
turn Out the most priceless product 
known to mankind—men and women 
equipped by training to develop every 
latent power to their own happiness and 
to the blessing of their country. 


Progress of the South. 


“Despite these diverse conditions, the 
south has kept pace with the progress 
of the north, and has demonstrated to 
the final conclusion and its acceptance by 
the world that here will be the future 
Situs of cotton manufacturing, and that 
in this section there will be created a

),000 to $510,000,000, tell us really but a 
small part of the work which has beer 
done. These figures only indicate some- 
thing of the real story. The true ad- 
vancement, and that which is destined to 
have the greatest effect upon this section 
and upon the world, is the experience 
which has been gained, the industrial 
training secured by the factory.hand as 
well as by the superintendent and the 
president, in the knowledge of how to do 
things, and in a better understanding of 
our natural resources.

TEACHERS WILL 
GET SALARIES 


Governor Candler Has Bor- 
rowed $150,000 To Pay 
Necessary Balance, 


MONEY WAS SECURED 


AT 3 PER CENT INTEREST | 


State Treasurer Park Has Been Di- 
rected To Issue Checks as Rap- 
idly as the Commissioner of 
Eaucation Presents 
Requisitions. 


— 


The school teachers of Georgia will be 
paid the balance of their salaries due 
for the second month. 

Governor Candler announced yesterday 
that he had arranged for the $150,000 
which is necessary to pay this balance, 
and vouchers for the various amounts 
will be honored by the treasurer as soon 
as they are presented by the state school 
commissioner. 

State Schoo] Commissioner G. R. Glenn 
was in Savannah yesterday, and it was 
stated at. his office at the capitol] that he 
would probably not return to the city 
before tomorrow. During the afternoon 
State Treasurer R. E. Park was in con- 
ference with the governor. Later he stat- 
ed there was money enough in the treas- 
ury to pay the teachers. 

The teachers were due $325,000 for their 
second month’s work, and on that amount 
they were paid $175,000. This left a bal- 
ance due of $150,000, which has been bor- 
rowed by the governor, it is understood, 
at 8 per cent. When questioned about 
the matter, the governor declined to 
make public the source from which he 
had obtained the loan. 

Will Pay at Once. 

Governor Candler, having perfected ar- 
rangements to pay the teachers of the 
public schools of the state the balance 
due them for their second month’s work, 
Treasurer Park has been directed to be- 
gin paying them at once, and will issue 
the checks as rapidly as the state school 
commissioner presents his requisitions. 

The total state school fund for the 
present year is $1,540,000. The governor's 
arrangement provides for the payment to 
the teachers of two-fifths of his amount, 
or $616,000. For the remaining $924,000 al- 
ready earned or to be earned during the 
summer and fall, they will have to wait, 
as always in the past, until the end of the 
year. 

The governor had not the slightest diffi- 
culty in securing funds to make this 
payment, but owing to the great activity 
in all lines of business throughout he 
country and the consequent great de- 
mand for money, the rate of Interest is 
somewhat higher than he had to pay last 
year, but the amount borrowed is less. 

Last year he had to borrow $200,000 to 
make the second month’s payment, but 
during the preceding dull years, when the 
volume of business was small, the banks 
had accumulated Jarge surpluses which 
they were glad to lend to the state at 2 
per cent. This year it was necessary to 
borrow only $150,000, and these surpluses 
are all actively employed in the chan- 
nels of trade, and money commands a 
much higher rate. 

The governor did not give out the rate 
of interest he paid, but it is said to be 
about 3 per cent. This is a very low rate. 
when call loans in New York have been 
as high as 16 per cent, and have seldom 
during the last three or four months 
been below 4. The credit of no state in 
the union is better both at home and 
abroad than that of Georgia.

trical Engineering. 


WORK OF THE TECH TRUSTEES 


President Hall and Professor Furlow 
Will Purchase New Laborato- 
ries—Other Members of the 
Faculty Promoted by 
the Trustees. 


The board of trustees of the Georgia 
School of Technology met yesterday af- 
ternoon and attended to several matters 
of importance relating to the college. 

The department of experimental] engin- 
eering was established, and Professor F. 
C. Furlow was elected as professor to 
take charge of it. Professor Furlow is 
the only graduate of the college who has 


ever held one of its professorships. He 
will cooperate with President Hall in the 
equipment of the new laboratory to be 
erected for this department. 

The board directed that the equipment 
in machinery in the departments to be 
benefited by the $20,000 he left to the 
professor in charge of the department 
and President Hall. 

Professor J. W. Bailey, formerly acting 
director of the A. French Textile school, 
was promoted to the position of director. 

Professor J. B. Edwards was promoted 
from the position of adjunct professor of 
physics and electrical engineering to the 
position of junior professor of this de- 
partment. 

Professor S. S. Wallace, formerly ad- 
junct professor of English, was promoted 
to the place of junior professor of Eng- 
lish. 

The chairman of the board, Hon. N. E. 
Harris, of Macon, was absent on account 
of sickness. 

The board congratulated the faculty on 
the excellent condition of the school.

Hon. Dupont Guerry, of Macon, one of 
the defeated candidates for governor, 
aspires to be an editor. Friends of Mr.

on CHICAGO 1 MARKET REVIEWED. 


Chicago, June 19.—Corn, although fairly 
active for an ordinary day. dropped back into 
second’ place today and napped while wheat 
made a good running.

Insane Maybelle McCrary Decerates 
Herself with Red Paiat. 


MAY BE SENT TO THE ASYLUM 


She Has Roamed in the Woods at 
Night and Tried To Drown Her- 
self in Creek—Was Saved 
from Watery Grave. 


Maybelle McQrary, the young woman 
who was Baved from a watery grave in 
Proctor’s creek Wednesday afternoon, is 
locked up in a cell at the police barracks 
until her case can. be investigated. 

Maybelle imagines that she is an Indian 
princess, and this may account for her 
wandering about the woods for the past 
week. Yesterday afternoon the police 
matron found Maybelle painted red. She 
had secured some sort of red paint, and 
with it she had covered her face, neck, 
arms and hands. Her long, straight, 
black hair added greatly to the scene as 
she sat upon an iron bunk in her cell 
and cried out: 

“Behold the Indian maiden who !s the 
daughter of the great chief.” 

The police matron says the woman is 
undoubtedly insane, and is about the 
queerest crazy person she ever had to 
deal with. 

Officer Hewe!ll arrested Maybelle yes- 
terday morning on the charge of “‘idiing 
and loitering” for the purpose of bring- 
ing the case before the recorder, so that 
something might be done for the woman. 

It is said that the shooting of her lover, 
Jim Ray, by fer brother, Lee McCrary, 
unseated her reason, and that she* has 
been daft ever since. 

Last week she was found in the woods 
near Kirkwood, where she had roamed 
about all night in a drenching rain. Next 
she was taken from a creek and her life 
saved. She had attempted suicide by 
drowning. 

A writ of lunacy has been taken out, 
and an effort will be made to have the 
woman sent to the insane asylum.
